Tbe Louisville KesoluiiuiiB. 

As a number of the members of the Leg- 
islature have applied for copies of the reso- 
lutions adopte j bv the Convention at Louis- 
ville, in March, 1863, we reproduce them. 
They are as follows: 

1. Resolved, That this Convention ap 
prove and endorse the p.nnciples embodied 
in the joint resolutions upon Feder.al alfairs 
adopted by the General -Assembly of tiii.s 
Commonwealth at this late session, hereby 
affirming the same. 

2. Resolved. That the present causele.ss 
and wicked rebellion should be crushed by 
the whole power of the Federal Governinetn 
and the national authority restored over all 
the revolted States And we are in favor of 
devoting our whole resources, if necessary, 
to the accomplishment of that object. 

3. Resolved, That we are opposed to the 
intervention or mediation of anv foreign 
power in our present troubles, preferring to 
settle our own difficulties in our own way, 
and all propositions to that effect which 
may be made by any foreign Slate or nation 
ought to be respectfully but unequivocally 
declined by our Government. 

4. Resolved, That the people of Kentucky 
have suffered insult and injury at the hands 
of the so-called Southern Confederacy, and 
are stimulated by every motive ot interest 
and honor to oppose and overthrow it. This 
Confederacy has sought and now seeks to 
break up the Union, forever dear and neces- 
sary to them, and when by their often re- 
peated decisions they refused to join in the 
work of treason, infamy, and ruin, it tram- 
pled down their State Constitution, put up a 

k and usurping Governor over them and 
ed pretended Senators and Congress- 
in its conclave at Richmond, a.ssuming

THE CRIME OF eSDUCTlOK. 

Comnionweallb, Appellant, | Appeal from 
vs. > Gallatin 

Francis Baldwin, Appellee, ) Circuit Court. 

The grand jury of Gallatin county indicted 
Dr. Baldwin for the Reduction ol a yeun; 
lady in that county. Upon the trial, coun- 
sel lor Baldwin demurred to the indictment 
en llie following grounds, viz: 

1. There is no statute, in Kentucky, pro- 
viding lor the piioishinent of seducers. 

2. The common law provides no punish' 
rnent for this offense. 

The circuit court sustained the demurrer, 
and dismissed ths indictment. 

The attorney lor the Commonwealth ap- 
pealed, lor the purpose of getting the opinion 
of the Court of Appeals on the question — 
and for the additional purpo.se of having the 
attention of the Legislature called to the fact 
that, by a strange omission, tliere is no law 
punishing seduction, in Kentucky, while thi.s 
crime is severely punished in, perhups, 
every other State in the Uuion. 

Tbe Court ot Appeals have decided that 
there is no statute law prescribing or pun 
ishing seduction ; also that the otfenss can 
not be punished in Kentucky by the corn- 
Mion law.
